Chafe’s offences, when we confider that 
the prefident of this high court is himfelf 
now under an indiftment of wilful mur- 
der (through apprehenfion of which he has 
fled from his home) we cannot but be ap- 
prehenfive forthe iffue.

Experiments in Agriculture. 





EXPERIMENT V. 


PUT a quantity of Gypfum on 
feveral [mall patches of old tough fod ; i 
produced a difference in the flrength of 
vegetation which was obfervable for three 
years. 
From the above recited experiments it 
appears : 


Firft, That there is no difference be, | 


tween the European and American Gyp- 
fum. 


Second, That Gypfum aéts as an im- | 


mediate manure to grafs, and afterwards in 
an equal degree to grain. 

Third, That one dreffing will continue 
in force feveral fucceeding crops. 

Gypfum not producing any remarkable 
beneficial effets, when ufed as a top dref- 
fing to grain, may arife trom two caufes ; 
firtt from the fmall quantity made ufe of, 
which is loft in the rough ground ; and 
fecondly, from the fhort time of its appli- 
cation. It has been found of advantage to 
Indian corn ; but in this cafe it is abfo- 
lutely neceffary to apply it immediately to 
the corn, as it appears above ground, and 
that in a confiderable quantity ; 1 have put 
it on grafs ground every month in the year,

ed the forenfic talent of the nation, and 
found it of a defcription, wholly diffimilar 
to the prominent trait of fenatorial dignity, 
Ihave heard elequence, and difcovered 
learning in the abodes of Themis, that 
might have flampt a new, and more fub.

Upon my firft arrival in Bofton, appear- 
ances were, to my view, greatly inaufpi- 
cious. I tound a large town, apparently 


devoted to trade, fireets narrow, crooked, 


and not remarkably clean ; fine houfes, in 
wretched and a!mofl inacceflible avenues, 
and commodious fituations, difgraced by 
hovels. Such were the confpicuous fea. 
tures that met the firft cowp d’oetl. A fur 
ther introdu€tion taught me that thefe ill 
fituated manfions were the abode ot hofpi. 
tality, and within thofe humbler hovels 
oppreffion and mifery were unknown, I 
recognized more of the old Englith whig, 
in the charaéter of the Boflomans, than in 
any State inthe Union. Tolerating, lib- 
eral, and intelligent, yet maiked by ftrong 
local prejudices, and inflcxible animofi- 
ties, while feeling freedom, and literally 
claiming independence, behind his coun.

The 
danger ot voyages to the Weft. Indies and 
other places, was fo great as to preclude 
the youth of the middle flates generally 
from engaging in a maritime life, and the

And be it further enaGed, That 
if any armed merchant veffe! clearing for 
any port or place within the Mediterrane- 
an or beyond the Cape of Good Hope, thall 
make or commit any depredation, outrage, 
unlawful affault, or violence as atorefaid, 
on her voyage to or from, or at any place 
to which fhe may be bound, fuch veffel 
with her arms and cargo, or the value 
thereof fhall be forfeited to the ufe of the 
United Srates. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enaded, That 
on fatiste€tory evidence or information be- 
ing given to the colleétor of any port, that 
any veffe] within the fame is armed or arm- 
ing, or provided with the means of being 
armed at fea, tor the purpofe of commik- 
ting any unlawtul a@ as herein betore’ ex- 
prefled, or ot carrying on by force of 
arms, any unlawful commerce, it fhall be 
the duty of fuch collef&tor to detain fuch 
veffel until the cafe be fubmitted to the 
prefident of the Unised States, who 1s 
hereby authorifed to caufe fuch veffei to 
be dilfarmed, or to order a clearance to be 
granted, as he fhall judge proper.

Ii is evident that a bed of coals 
will wafle as flowly behind this plate when 
let down, as in the clofe flove, and it is 
demonftrable that the heat {pends as prot.
